The revolutionary bulletin is 
not intended as a psychologic ii 
approach to curbing traffic ac­ 
cidents.

Musick, T S A General M ana­ 
ger. 


" I t ’s simply a special ‘hovv- 
to-do-it' bulletin, as the name 
suggests," he explained. 
"It is for tiros*' drivers who 
feel they have a built-in per­ 
sonal im m unity to 
a c c i d e n t s 
and therefore can 
d i s c gard 
any or all warnings about safe 
driving on holidays." 
The bulletin is based on the 
five m ajor driver errors invol­ 
ved in fatal traffic accidents 
in Texas last year over the 
Labor D ay holiday weekend. 
Topping the list 
of driver 
errors is ll 
failur* 
to yield 
the right of-vvay. 
"This is a ‘sure-fire’ killer,” 
th** safety director comment­ 
ed. "A ll a driver has to do is 
throw caution
